Scat- 
t e r e d i n g r ou ps 
■rou nd smoldering fires were abou t a 
Sandred 
men, ragged, brown, dirty . 
Wtth th ese men Gablio was attempting 
t* reliev e h is riv al, Cazino, from th e 
bu rdens of office in th e little 
Sou th 
American repu blic; and becau se of h is 
friendsh ip for Gablio, becau se, too, of 
ttio lov e of strife bora in h is blood, h e 
was th ere as th eir commander u nder 
Gablio. 
Su ddenly h is attention was cau gh t 
by seeing a grou p of men h u rry ing th e 
Bloody figu re of a man toward a big 
ftrs in th e center of th e camp.

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to-day th at God reigns and th e gov ern­ 
ment at Wash ington still liv es. 
“It is ju st th irty -th ree y ears ago to­ 
nigh t th at I led my cav alry in a for­ 
lorn h ope sou th from Rich mond. 
It 
h as been said th at I left th e array with 
my men with ou t th e consent and ap­ 
prov al of my u ncle, General Robert E. 
Lee. 
Th at is not tru e, alth ou gh it '•> 
tru e th at h e sent for me to 
retu rn 
wh en h e learned th at General Grant’s 
generou s terms depended 
u pon 
h is 
ability to su rrender th e entire army . 
“Th e last stand h ad been made, and 
we fou gh t th e last figh t we were capa­ 
ble of entering. 
For month s we h ad 
seen th e end approach , h oping against 
h ope th at a miracle wou ld interv ene to 
sav e th e Confederacy . 
At last it be­ 
came apparent th at th e end cou ld be 
no loner delay ed. 
Wh en General Lee 
annou nced to u s h is decision to accept 
th e best terms for th e su rrender of th e 
army th at cou ld be obtained from Gen­ 
eral Grant, I asked and receiv ed from 
h im permission to 
skirt 
Rich mond 
with my cav alry , or wh at was left of 
it, and make my way sou th , cu tting a 
road th rou gh th e Union forces if nec­ 
essary .

Mon’s clothing? 
Ihissing into the 
“chain” system. 
One company owns 
thirty-seven clothing stores 
in 
tlie 
West. 
Banka? Owned or controlled chiefly 
by the Standard Oil, Morgan or Beef 
Trust “chains/’ 
Butcher shops? 
Under process of 
absorption thnuigh the absorbed gro­ 
cery stores, or hc’coming practically the 
agencies for tlie Beof Trust. 
The department stores constantly in­ 
crease in number and in size. 


What does tliat mean? 
It means that the men that in a 
past generation would have been in­ 
dependent merchants are now the em­ 
ployes of these stores, and never can 
he anything else; employes on wages 
with time checks, fines, and their daily 
work dependent upon a manager’s ca­ 
price. 
That is their prospect in life. 
It is hard (in some of its aspects), and 
we dislike to admit it, but it is the 
truth. 
The gigantic department stores and 
mail order houses are built of the 
ruins of independent stores, just as 
the Christian churches of Borne were 
built of the fragments of the old tem­ 
ples, and each independent store de­ 
stroyed is an independent merchant 
turned 
into 
a 
salaried employe.—

Zangwill once offered a poem to an 
American magazine which the editor 
spurned. Years passed and brought 
changes. 
Then the editor wrote and 
asked the poet to favor him with a 
poem and name his own price. 
Zang­ 
will laughed, produce % the 
despised 
poem and received a substantial check 
—a very substantial check. 
"Robinson Crusoe” begged at nearly 
every publisher’s door, only to he turn­ 
ed away. 
When at last it was “Print­ 
ed for W. Taylor, at 
the Sign of 
the Ship, in Paternoster row,” it net­ 
ted the lucky publisher £100,000 profit. 
Jane Austen ranked toward the top 
of 
English 
women 
novelists, sold 
“Xorthanger Abbey” to a publisher at 
Bath 
for £10, 
The publisher then 
feared failure and kept the manuscript 
a long time before he mustered cour­ 
age to launch it; it at once jumped in­ 
to enormous popularity. 
Thackeray tried “Vanity Fair” with 
so many publishers only to meet with 
rebuffs that he at length ran It as a 
serial In Colburn’s Magazine; It was 
the best he could do with it. 
Every publisher in Copenhagen re­ 
jected the manuscript of the first vol­ 
ume of Hans Andersen’s “Fairy Tales,” 
When eventually he was compelled 
to bring out the volume at his own ex- 
i>ense It jumped into immediate pop­ 
ularity, and 
the publishers, paying 
nothing for It, are still making money 
out of it as a classic. 
Parker, the Oxford publisher, de­ 
clined to give £20 to Keble for his 
“Christian Year.” 
During the forty 
years which followed Its eventual pub­ 
lication 400,000 copies were sold and 
Keble made £14,000, one-fourth of the 
retail price. 
No publisher was found to accept 
“The Professor,” the first novel 
of 
Charlotte Bronte,' the highly success­ 
ful novelist. 
John 
Murray, 
the 
publisher, 
re­ 
turned the manuscript of “Sartor Re 
sartus” to Carlyle with a 
courteous 
note stating that he had not time to 
read it. 
Fraser offered to print It H 
Carlyle would pay him £150.. 
Bentley 
and Colburn would have none of It 
Finally Fraser let it run serially In 
his magazine, paying in all for It 
£82 Is. 
Since he could not find a publisher 
In lyondon that would give him £50 for 
the manuscript of his “Tristram Shan 
dy,” I.Awrence Sterne Issued It him 
self, so that publishers are still prof­ 
iting from it after the centuries. 
After “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” had run 
through its magazine form a publish­ 
er's reader pronounced It of Insuffl- 
dent Interest to print as a hook. How 
ever, the publisher’s wife advocated Its 
publication, and in four years U had 
sold 313,000 copies in America alone.

I was fo rtu nate eno u gh to secu re a 
ftemale wildcat which had been cau ght 
In a trap by a keeper In the ex treme 
no rth o f 
Sco tland, a writer In the 
Sco tsman « » ay s. 
It was no t lo ng In 
my po ssessio n befo re I arriv ed at the 
co nclu sio n that there are few animals 
wilder than the wildcat. 
The beast 
was so sav age that I fo u nd it impo ssi­ 
ble to do any thing to the inju red fo re 
limb, but natu re came to the aid o f 
my captiv e, and the leg, altho u gh re­ 
maining 
slightly 
defo rmed, 
became 
qu ite serv iceable. 
In abo u t a mo nth’s 
time the cat, 
which afterward escaped and was sho t 
while 
raiding 
pheasant 
rearing 
gro u nds, presented me with fo u r kit­ 
tens, and, kno wing the cannibalistic 
tendencies o f wild animals in captiv ­ 
ity , I made arrangements to remo v e 
the kittens as so o n as they were bo rn. 
One had, ho wev er, been made a meal 
o f befo re the o thers were rescu ed. 
The remaining three were transferred 
to a fo ster mo ther in the shape o f a 
gentle stable cat, and the family su r­ 
v iv ed all their infantile ailments and 
are still aliv e. 
No twithstanding their 
env iro nment and the ex cellent ex am­ 
ple shewn them by the stable cat, the 
kittens were practically u ntamed ter­ 
ro rs with ev ery o ne bu t my self u ntil 
they reached the age o f fo u r o r fiv e 
mo nths.

reco rd o f each ho u se where any co n­ 
tagio u s disease has ex isted. 
“See that the cellar is dry and pro p­ 
erly v entilated and that the drainage 
and plu mbing are no t defectiv e. 
‘‘Ru n o ff accu mu lated wrater fro m all 
pipes befo re u sing fo r do mestic pu r­ 
po ses. 
“Du st is germ-laden and when dry 
sweeping is emplo y ed the du st Is swept 
fro m the flo o r, arises in the air and ac­ 
co rding to the law’s o f grav itatio n, 
again falls u po n the flo o r and the fu r­ 
nitu re. 
Use a damp clo th o v er the 
bro o m o r mo isten the bro o m itself—- 
better still fo r tho se financially able, 
u se a po rtable v acu u m cleaner.”

Ifnrdpp Start* 
A g itatio n fo r Mo re 
Mo dern R ailw ay Equipm ent. 
One o f the things which an Ameri­ 
can trav eling in England mo st wo n­ 
ders at is the su rv iv al in a co u ntry 
o therwise fairly u p to date o f the o ld- 
fashio ned and inco nv enient “co mpart­ 
ment” ty pe o f railway carriages, a S t 
Lo u is Glo be-Demo crat’s Lo ndo n co rre­ 
spo ndent say s. 
It Is tru e that o n 
so me o f the great lines co rrido r cars, 
so mething like the American and co n­ 
tinental cars, hav e been ado pted fo r 
the finest trains o n the lo ngest ru ns, 
bu t practically all the sho rt-distance 
and lo cal trav el is still carried in 
the o ld co mpartment cars. 
Fo r the benefit o f tho se who do r*f)l 
kno w the co mpartment car, I may de­ 
scribe it as a lo ng car cu t Into ho rse 
bo x es. 
Each o f these bo x es is ju st 
wide eno u gh to allo w two ro ws o f 
perso ns to sit facing each o ther, and 
each is entered fro m the side o f the 
car. 
There 
is 
no 
co mmu nicatio n 
fro m o ne co mpartment to the o ther. 
This applies to all 
classes 
o f car­ 
riages. 
The o nly difference between 
the third o r cheapest class and the 
first and seco nd Is that the third-class 
benches are bare bo ards, while the 
first and seco nd are cu shio ned mo re 
o r less co mfo rtably . 
Fro m time to 
time there 
is an agitatio n against 
this ty pe o f carriage, u su ally cau sed 
by so me crime rendered po ssible and 
easy by this pecu liar sy stem (# trav el­ 
ing, and ju st no w we are hav ing o ne 
o f tho se perio dical agitatio ns becau se 
o f a m u rder which to o k place in the 
no rth o f England a few day s ago . 
It may be well to ex plain that the 
English are an u nso ciable peo ple, and 
w’hen trav eling it is the first aim o f 
ev ery Englishman to secu re a co m­ 
partm ent to himself. 
¡So metimes he 
tips the “gu ard,” as he calls the co n­ 
du cto r, to lo ck the do o r o f the co m­ 
partment after he has entered, bu t as 
a ru le there are so many cars o n each 
train that ex cept o n su bu rban lines 
each 
co mpartment u su ally 
co ntains 
o nly two o r three perso ns, each o f 
w’ho m takes po ssessio n o f 
a co rner 
and bu ries himself in a paper o r bo o k. 
Well, a few day s ago a co lliery pay ­ 
master, who had stalled fro m New­ 
castle with mo re than $2,000 in cash 
to pay wages at a mine, was fo u nd 
sho t in an empty co mpartment, and, 
o f co u rse, the mo ney was go ne. 
I he 
railway men had no ticed that when 
I the train started there were two per­ 
so ns in the co mpartment and that cne 
go t o u t at a way statio n, bu t no o ne 
heard any sho ts o r any so u pd o f a 
stru ggle. 
It wras ev ident that the pay ­ 
m aster’s 
trav eling 
co mpanio n 
had 
mu rdered and ro bbed him and then 
dro pped o ff at the first sto p witho u t 
attracting any attentio n. 
No w, o f co u rse, the .■papers are again 
emphasizing the part play ed in the 
tragedy by the co mpartment carriage 
and demanding that the railway s te 
co mpelled to pu t o n 
co rrido r cars, 
where su ch priv acy as makes a crime 
po ssible canno t be o btained. 
The papers are po inting o u t no w 
that ndthing like this co u ld happen In 
a co rrido r carriage, where passengers 
and railway serv ants are alwray s mo v ­ 
ing alo ng 
the co rrido r, 
and where 
ev ery thing that happens in the car 
can be heard by the o ther passengers. 
Bu t I am afraid that it wnl end in 
talk this time, as it alway s has do ne 
befo re. There is no thing that an Eng­ 
lish railw’av directo r hates and fears 
mo re than spending mo ney o n new 
ro lling sto ck. 
On so me o f the su bu r­ 
ban lines in Lo ndo n there are car­ 
riages still ru nning which mu st hav e 
been bu ilt abo u t Geo rge Stephenso n's 
day . 
They are wo rse than decent cat­ 
tle cars and the u nfo rtu nate passen­ 
gers after riding in o ne o f them feels 
as so re as if he had been bu mping the 
bu mps at Co ney Island. 
Ev ery no w’ 
and again the pu blic co mplains and 
the railway 
directo rs tu rn 
o v er in 
their sleep and mu rmu r, “We really 
mu st hav e so me new carriages,” hu t 
the British pu blic is patient and co n­ 
tinu es to ride, so the railway directo rs 
go to sleep again and dream o f a happy 
land where passengers can he piled o n 
to p o f each o ther like baggage and bi~ 
div idends can he earned.

wh ere th eir cabins were built one saw 
noth ing but stinking fish , wh ich in­ 
fected th e air. 
It ap p ears at least th at 
th is is th e origin of th e name wh ich 
th e oth er sav ages h ad giv en th em be­ 
fore us and wh ich h as communicated 
Itself to th e bay .” 
Again, Sh ea states th at th e Jesuit 
relations ex p lain th eir Algonkin 
ap ­ 
p ellation as referring to th eir “coming 
from th e ocean, or salt water, wh ich 
th e Indians sty le fetid water.” 
Th e latter ex p lanation, In connection 
with th eir sup p osed origin on th e At­ 
lantic seaboard, seems to th e writer to 
be th e most p lausible, say s 
Alanson 
Skinner in th e South ern Workman. In 
19 08 we found a body of th e eastern 
Cree liv ing on th e sh ores of James 
and Hudson’s bay s known to th e rest 
of th eir p eop le as Winnebagowug for 
th is v ery reason. 
Th e Wisconsin Winnebago are p re­ 
p ossessing in ap p earance, tall and fine­ 
ly p rop ortioned.

cisely like th eir wh ite neigh bors, with 
th e ex cep tion of moccasins and th e 
scalp lock, both of wh ich are common­ 
ly worn by all abov e middle age. For 
dances and all festal occasions, h ow­ 
ev er, th ey p ossess roach h air 
h ead­ 
dresses, beaded skirts and clouts, buck­ 
skin leggings and oth er p arap h ernalia. 
Th e women, wh o are often ex ceed­ 
ingly 
p retty and graceful, generally 
dress in a v ery p rimitiv e 
costume. 
Th eir lux uriant dark h air is wrap p ed 
in a bit of broadcloth , bearing beaded

Mary Sp arh awk, inh erited h er moth ­ 
er’s beauty and brilliancy , and many 
stories are told of h er wit and fascin­ 
ation. 
Th e tradition is to th e effect th at 
Cap t. Mow-att of th e Canceaux , a Brit­ 
ish sh ip of six teen guns, cruising with 
a large armed sh ip , a sch ooner and 
sloop , were off Portsmouth h arbor in 
October, 17 7 5, with th e intention of 
destroy ing Portsmouth .

h ouses and stores, leav ing only about 
100 of th e jioorest h ouses, and th ose 
much damaged. 
Mary Sp arh awk became th e wife of 
Dr. Jarv is. 
Th e marriage was a nota­ 
ble ev ent, th e ceremony taking p lace 
at th e h ouse. 
Th e wedding p arty de­ 
scended th e beautiful broad stairway 
built by th e bride's grandfath er, wh ich 
now' stands as a 
lasting 
memorial 
to h is skill as an arch itect.
